Ohio's   New  Two- Year   Campuses 


Some  4,500  students  are  now  at- 
tending classes  in  the  first  perma- 
nent buildings  on  the  new  sites  of 
four  of  Ohio  University's  two-year 
campuses. 

A  fifth  building,  now  under  con- 
struction at  Lancaster,  will  be  ready 
for  students  in  March  of  1968. 
Those  already  in  operation  are  lo- 
cated on  new  campus  sites  in  Chilli- 
cothe,  Belmont  County,  Portsmouth 
and  Zanesville. 

The  Chillicothe  building,  named 
Bennett  Hall  in  honor  of  one  of  the 
community's  outstanding  literary 
families,  was  formally  dedicated  last 
December  7.  Dedication  ceremonies 
for  the  other  three  are  scheduled  for 
this  spring. 

More  than  600  persons  attended 
the  Chillicothe  ceremonies,  many  of 
them  viewing  Ohio  Governor  James 
A.  Rhodes'  keynote  address  via  clos- 
ed circuit  television  in  14  classrooms 
of  the  new  building. 

In  his  address,  Rhodes  warned 
that  "some  people  think  we  are  all 
set  now  with  this  building  and  that 
we  won't  have  to  worry  about  high- 
er education  in  this  area  for  another 
170  years.  I  would  like  to  suggest 
that  after  these  ceremonies  are  over, 
we  start  thinking  about  the  next 
building." 

University  President  Vernon  R. 
Alden  praised  Rhodes  for  "spear- 
heading the  bond  issues"  which 
helped  finance  the  new  buildings. 
He  also  commended  the  individuals 
and  organizations  in  Chillicothe  and 
the  other  communities  who  contrib- 
uted funds  to  buy  land  for  the  ne%v 
campus  sites.

Each  of  the  new  facilities  on  Ohio's  two-year  campuses  has  its  own  library, 
as  well  as  classrooms,  laboratories,  lounges  and  offices  for  faculty  members. 


John  D.  Millett,  chancellor  of  the 
Ohio  Board  of  Regents,  \vas  also  on 
hand  for  the  Chillicothe  dedication, 
as  were  many  University  officials 
and  faculty  members. 

Underscoring  the  role  that  the 
new  two-year  campuses  will  play  in 
the  University's  de\elopment,  Ohio's 
trustees  chose  the  occasion  to  hold 
their  first  meeting  ever  on  a  campus 
other  than  the  one  in  Athens. 

Expansion  of  Ohio's  new  cam- ' 
puses  is  part  of  a  long-range  plan  ■ 
which  calls  for  Athens  to  develop 
primarily  as  a  graduate  and  upper- 
class  undergraduate  institution,  with 
the  allied  campuses  offering  pro- 
grams at  the  freshman  and  sopho- 
more levels. 

Under  this  plan,  enrollment  on 
the  Athens  campus  w\\\  level  off  at 
approximately  20,000  by  1970,  with 
total  enrollment  on  the  other  cam- 
puses expected  to  reach  some  11,000 
in  the  same  period.  The  plan  also 
calls  for  an  eventual  enrollment  of 
5,000    on    each    two-year    campus. 

Current  enrollment  is  about  15,- 
000  on  the  Athens  campus  and  ap- 
]3roximately  4,800  on  the  other 
campuses — all  located  in  southeast- 
ern Ohio  communities  within  a  ra- 
dius of  85  air  miles  from  Athens. 

The  other  campuses  include  those 
now  in  operation  on  new  sites  in 
Belmont  County,  Chillicothe,  Ports- 
mouth and  Zanesville,  as  well  as  the 
one  in  Lancaster,  where  the  first 
permanent  building  is  under  con- 
struction. Ohio  also  operates  an 
academic  center  in  Ironton  and  an 
educational  center  at  Lockbourne 
.\ir  Force   Base. 

The  new  $1.9  million  Chillicothe 
building  is  situated  on  an  83-acre 
site  on  high  ground  overlooking  part 
of  the  city.  The  three  -  story, 
(Icorgian-style  structure  houses  class- 
rooms and  laboratories,  a  library  and 
book  store,  language  laboratories, 
student  and  faculty  lounges,  and  ad- 
ministrative facilities. 

The  Belmont  County  campus  is 
a  275-acre  site  on  U.S.  Route  40 
four  miles  west  of  St.  Clairsville. 
The  first  building  on  this  site  is  a 
$1.8  million,  three-story  structure  of 
CJcorgian  style.  Ohio  recently  pur- 
chased a  455-acre  tract  nearby, 
which  will   be  used   as  an   outdoor 
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botanical  research  laboratory.  In- 
cluded on  the  new  land  are  50  acres 
of  virgin  forest,  which  contain  white 
oak  and  tulip  poplar  trees  over  300 
years  old. 

Zanesville's  first  permanent  build- 
ing is  a  $2  million,  two-story  struc- 
ture of  contemporary  style.  It  is 
situated  on  a  170-acre  tract  in  the 
northwest  section  of  the  city. 

Downtown  Portsmouth  is  the  site 
of  the  first  permanent  building  on 
that  campus.  The  $1.8  million  struc- 
ture is  situated  on  a  four-acre  tract 
of  cleared  urban  renewal  land.  The 
red  brick  and  stone  Georgian-style 
structure  has  four  floors. 

Each  of  the  campuses  offers  a  full 
two-year  curriculum  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  business  administration, 
and  education,  as  well  as  programs 
in  fine  arts  and  engineering.  The 
staff  of  each  includes  a  complement 
of  full-time  faculty  in  addition  to  a 
director  of  the  campus,  a  director  of 
student  programs  and  a  specialist  in 
adult  and  continuing  education. 

The  campuses  have  their  own  stu- 
dent newspapers,  intramural  activi- 
ties, special  interest  clubs  and  organ- 
izations, social  events,  and  special 
cultural  programs.  Among  events 
scheduled  for  the  campuses  during 
the  current  term  are  an  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Theatre  production  of  "Stop 
the  World"  and  a  concert  by  the 
Ohio  University  Singers,  as  well  as 
personal  appearances  by  U.S.  Sen- 
ator William  Proxmire,  Washing- 
ton correspondent  Roscoe  Drum- 
mond,  concert  pianist  Richard  Sy- 
racuse, folksinger  Dana  Vibberts, 
actor  John  Carradine,  Washington 
columnist  Marquis  Childs,  journal- 
ist-author Madame  Claire  Chen- 
nault,  opera  star  Thomas  Paul,  and 
Ferenc  Nagy,  former  prime  minister 
of  Hungary. 

Most  students  on  these  campuses 
will  move  onto  the  Athens  campus 
for  their  junior  and  senior  years,  al- 
though some  will  follow  the  Univer- 
sity's approved  two-year  program 
leading   to  an    Associate  in    Arts. 

The  campuses  do  not,  as  yet,  have 
residence  halls.  However,  Dr.  Ed- 
ward M.  Penson,  dean  of  off-cam- 
pus academic  programs,  reports  that 
the    Chillicothe    campus    will    soon

have  under  construction  a  private- 
ly-financed student  residence  build- 
ing adjacent  to  the  campus. 

The  other  campuses,  he  added, 
are  considering  similar  privately- 
financed  housing  programs.  Cur- 
rently, each  of  the  campuses  main- 
tains a  list  of  approved  housing  for 
students  who  live  too  far  from  the 
campus  to  commute. 

.\dniission  policies  for  the  new 
campuses  are  the  same  as  those  for 
the  Athens  campus.  Ohio  high 
school  graduates  who  can  commute 
from  home  to  one  of  the  campuses 


will  be  admitted  as  regular  full- 
time  or  special  part-time  students, 
depending  upon  their  predicted 
grade  point  averages. 

Edward  A.  Sudnick,  coordinator 
of  admissions  for  the  campuses, 
points  out  that  the  admissions  deci- 
sion "is  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
high  school  transcript.  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test  or  American  College 
Test  results,  and  the  high  school's 
recommendation." 

Admissions  for  the  new  campuses 
are  handled  by  the  University's  ad- 
missions office  in  Athens. 
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ITV  At  Ohio 

A   report  on   the  use  of  classroom  television  and  the 
demise   of   the   bucket   theory   of   teaching

Television,  once  regarded  with 
considerable  skepticism  in  the  aca- 
demic community,  is  beginning  to 
come  into  its  own  as  an  educational 
medium  on  the  campus. 

But  it  no  longer  i^used  as  it  once 
was.  Early  efforts  to  put  the  elec- 
tronic medium  into  the  classroom 
were  frequently  no  more  than  a 
mechanical  response  to  the  need  to 
cope  with  increasing  numbers  of 
students.  With  their  labored  avoid- 
ance of  "Madison  Avenue  gimmicks" 
and  their  films  of  teachers  standing 
in  front  of  blackboards  delivering 
lectures,  the  efforts  too  often  were 
vitiated  by  what  one  observer  terms 
the  "bucket  theory"  of  teaching. 

The  bucket  theory  presumes  that 
an  instructor  is  able  to  accumulate 
all  of  the  necessary  knowledge  about 
a  particular  subject  in  a  container 
of  some  kind — for  instance,  a  three- 
hour  course.  He  then  uses  some  sort 
of  transmission  system — traditionally, 
a  series  of  classroom  lectures — to 
dump  this  bucket  of  kno\Vledge  into 
the  heads  of  his  students. 

When  television,  an  essentially 
visual  medium,  was  interjected  into 
this  basically  verbal  mode  of  instruc- 
tion, the  electronic  medium  proved 
hardly  more  than  an  interloper  in 
an  already  imperfect  dialogue.  For 
the  captive  audience,  the  screen  was 
not  a  very  satisfying  substitute  for  a 
"live"  lecture. 

Fortunately,  the  bucket  theory 
approach  to  the  medium  is  on  its 
way  out.  A  case  in  point  is  Ohio 
University,  where  television  is  being 
used  in  several  different  ways — not 
as  a  substitute  for  the  teacher,  but 
as  another  tool  for  him  to  use. 

In  a  Morton  Hall  zoology  labora- 
tory, an  instructor  stands  before  a 
class  and  dissects  a  cat,  pointing  out 
the  parts  of  the  body  and  the  meth- 
ods used  to  remove  them.  Television 
monitors  in  various  parts  of  the  room 
let  each  student  view  the  operation 


as  if  he  were  looking  over  the  in- 
structor's shoulder. 

In  the  University-operated  Put- 
nam Elementary  School,  a  child 
misbehaves  and  the  teacher  deals 
correctly  with  him.  Later,  members 
of  an  education  class  watch  a  video 
tape  of  the  incident  on  a  television 
screen  and  see  how  an  experienced 
teacher  handles  a  discipline  problem. 

In  a  McCracken  Hall  classroom, 
an  education  student  presents  a  20- 
minute  lesson  to  a  "fourth  grade" 
class  composed  of  other  role-playing 
education  students.  A  television 
camera  records  the  entire  scene. 
Later,  the  student  looks  at  the  tape 
recording  and  sees  his  every  move, 
can  observe  his  every  mannerism — 
good  or  bad. 

It's  all  part  of  a  program  co- 
ordinated by  the  University's  In- 
structional Television  (ITV)  De- 
partment. Thomas  F.  Pagel  is 
director  of  the  department.  Through 
his  office.  University  faculty  mem- 
bers are  putting  •  the  electronic 
medium  to  use  in  classrooms  and 
laboratories. 

Last  fall,  6,800  students  were 
enrolled  in  31  courses  using  ITV  in 
zoology,  psychology,  radio-television, 
drama,  architecture,  education, 
speech,  home  economics  and  fine 
arts.  Pagel  expects  that  within  two 
years  ITV  will  be  in  use  in  courses 
enrolling  10,000  students. 

Putting  television  into  a  class- 
room, and  doing  it  well,  is  seldom 
an  easy  task.  It  requires  literally 
hundreds  of  man  hours,  for  instance, 
to  develop  and  produce  a  series  of 
"lectures"  which  capitalize  on  the 
visual  potential  of  the  medium. 

Sometimes,  the  effort  begins — as 
it  did  for  Anthony  G.  Trisolini  and 
other  fine  arts  faculty — when  in- 
structors confer  with  Pagel  and  his 
staff  to  see  how  the  medium  might 
be  used  in  a  course. 


Trisolini,  who  admits  to  being  a 
"converted  educational  television 
addict,"  is  professor  and  chairman 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Department.  He 
came  to  the  ITV  staff  two  years 
ago  with  a  familiar  problem. 

"From  its  inception  25  years  ago," 
he  explained,  "our  freshman  course,  , 
Introduction  to  the  Fine  Arts,  had  1 
been  organized  in  the  same  manner 
— one  or  more  large  lecture  sessions  [ 
which    splintered    off    into    multi]jle 
discussion  sections." 

It  worked  for  many  years,  he  add- 
ed, but  by  the  fall  of  1965  enroll- 
ment had  reached  1,625,  and  furth- 
er  increases   were  expected. 

"We   had   to   do  something.    Cer-  ■ 
tainly,    by    then,    we    had    lost    any , 
possibility   of  a   meaningful   contact  ■ 
with    students   who   were,   after   all, 
most  in   need  of  some  personal   re- 
lationship with  a  faculty  member." 

A  continuation  of  the  course  as 
it  was  then  conducted  offered  no 
real  solution.  Further,  Trisolini 
noted,  even  the  prevailing  system 
was  not  helping  to  solve  a  problem 
which  always  e.xists  in  a  course  of 
this  nature. 

"Exactly  how  do  you  encourage 
the  student  to  mo\e  from  the  class- 
room to  the  concert  hall,  the  gal- 
lery, the  theatre,  the  book?  It's 
obvious  that  'talking  about  the  arts' 
is  not  enough.  Yet,  it  is  expensive 
and  virtually  impossible  to  manipu- 
late the  problems  of  bringing  the 
artist  into  the  classroom,  particularly 
when  the  classroom  is  an  auditorium 
situation." 

What  the  fine  arts  faculty  decided 
to  do  was  to  reorganize  the  course 
aroimd  a  series  of  closed-circuit  tele- 
vision lectures.  Trisolini  confesses 
that  the  decision  was  accompanied 
l)y  "serious  doubts"  about  the  use- 
fulness of  television  as  an  education- 
al medium. 

"My  own  inherent  distrust  of  the 
medium,  plus  the  healthy  fear  four 
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For  the  student  who  has  trouble  seeing  what  others  see  on  a  slide,  the 
television  camera  offers  a  helping  eye.  Here  the  camera  is  attached  to  a 
microscope  in  an  embryology  lab. 

On-camera  scenes  such  as  this  were  repeated  less  frequently  when  Trisolini 
and  several  colleagues  decided  that  "just  talking  about  the  arts"  was  not 
enough. 


faculty  members  shared  concerning 
their  abilities  as  television  perform- 
ers, resulted  in  a  set  of  conditions 
which  we  insisted  the  television 
people  adhere  to." 

Among  the  conditions: 

•  Stress  was  to  remain  on  the  fact 
that  these  were  lectures,  not  enter- 
tainments. 

•  The    lectures    would    be    read 


from  prepared  manuscripts  in  a 
simulated  classroom  situation.  The 
lecturer  would  remain  behind  the 
podium  with  the  manuscript  in  full 
view  of  the  camera. 

•  Illustrative  materials  were  to  be 
used  ''discreetly,"  and  without 
"theatricality."  For  example,  if  a 
poem  were  to  be  read,  no  "back- 
ground" or  "mood"  music,  no  visual 


translation  of  the  imagery.  If  the 
illustration  was  musical,  the  set  must 
go  to  black. 

•  No  "fancy"  camera  angles  were 
to  be  used.  The  lecturer  was  to  be 
photogi-aphed  from  a  full-front  po- 
sition without  noticeable  movement 
by  the  camera. 

"Naturally,"  Trisolini  recalls, 
"our  television  people  were  appalled. 
They  suggested  that  if  these  con- 
ditions were  adhered  to,  the  student 
would  simply  not  listen  to  us.  We 
countered  with  the  argument  that 
the  student  had  to  listen  because  he 
would  be  examined  over  the  content 
material.  In  this  sense,  we  argued, 
it  was  no  different  from  a  classroom 
situation. 

"The  television  people  left  us  to 
our  own  devices,  hoping,  I'm  sure, 
that  the  process  of  actual  work  would 
begin   to   alter  our  beliefs." 

It  did  exactly  that.  The  more  they 
worked  at  it,  Trisolini  reported,  the 
more  dissatisfied  they  grew  with  what 
they  were  doing.  So  they  stopped, 
and   started  again. 

"We  shot  on  the  street,  in  the 
studio,  in  galleries,  on  stages.  We 
used  whoever  and  whatever  we  felt 
would  best  support  the  material.  We 
tried  dramatic  scenes.  We  threw 
away  the  script  when  it  got  in  the 
way.  We  tried  poetry  with  music, 
music  with  poetry,  visual  reinforce- 
ment in  the  abstract,  literal  visual 
translations.  We  rehearsed,  we  al- 
tered, we  tried  everything  we  could 
imagine,"  Trisolini  recalled. 

As  ITV's  Pagel  explained  it,  "We 
wanted  to  do  as  little  talking  and 
as  much  showing  as  possible.  We 
spent  as  much  camera  time  on  il- 
lustrations and  as  litde  on  the  teach- 
ers as  we  could." 

The  result  is  a  series  of  fifty-four 
45-minute  programs.  Each  took  five 
to  six  hours  in  studio  taping.  That 
doesn't  include  the  hours  of  rehears- 
ing, scripting  and  making  props. 

This  year  the  tapes  are  being  used 
in  the  lecture  sessions,  while  the 
teachers  spend  their  time  in  the 
smaller  discussion  sessions  and  with 
individual  students. 

"Initial  reactions  to  the  series  by 
the  students  are  better  than  we  ex- 
pected," Trisolini  reported,  "and 
that's  encouraging."  The  curve  for 
the    first    test    after    the    series    had

been  put  into  use  was  higher  than 
the  curves  for  previous  years. 

In  the  College  of  Education,  ITV 
is  used  differently.  Instead  of  pro- 
ducing a  series  of  programs  for  use 
in  the  lecture  session  of  a  core  course 
enrolling  hundreds  of  students,  edu- 
cation faculty  are  continuously  mak- 
ing video  tapes  of  classroom  situa- 
tions. These  tapes  are  then  studied 
and  kept  or  erased,  depending  upon 
their  particular  value. 

The  tapes  are  used  in  conjunction 
with  two  types  of  education  courses : 
observation  and  peer  teaching. 

In  the  past,  students  observed 
teaching  methods  by  sitting  in  on 
school  classes.  As  enrollment  in- 
creased, more  and  more  students 
needed  to  do  this,  but  there  simply 
weren't  enough  facilities  to  accom- 
modate them. 

So,  small  remote-control  cameras 
are  now  placed  in  the  classrooms 
of  Putnam  School.  In  a  control  room 
on  the  school's  first  floor,  Carol 
Ryan,  Nick  Carderas  or  Peter  Prin- 
gle  operates  the  cameras  and  micro- 
phones and  transmits  the  signals  to 
recording  equipment  in  the  Univer- 
sity's Television  Building.  Instructors 
then  pick  the  tapes  which  illustrate 
what  they  are  teaching  in  their 
classes  and  the  tapes  are  played  back 
over  monitors  in  their  classrooms  in 
McCracken  Hall. 

As  "in-school  coordinator"  for 
ITV,  Miss  Ryan  consults  with  in- 
structors to  determine  what  types  of 
situations  they  want  illustrated.  She 
then  arranges  for  installation  of  the 
equipment. 

In  some  classrooms,  the  micro- 
phones are  completely  out-of-sight. 
As  for  the  cameras.  Miss  Ryan  re- 
ports, "The  kids  seldom  notice  them. 
In  fact,  they  frequently  play  around 
the  stands  the  cameras  are  on." 

The  cameras,  relatively  small  and 
almost  noiseless,  are  mounted  about 
five  feet  off  the  floor.  They  consist 
of  cylinders  about  two  feet  in  length 
and  less  than  a  foot  in  diameter. 
They  are  equipped  with  "zoom" 
lenses  for  closeups  and  can  pan  back 
and  forth,  up  and  down,  depending 
upon  what  the  operator  in  the  con- 
trol room  is  hoping  to  catch  on  tape. 

Miss  Ryan  also  coordinates  the 
use  of  television  in  the  peer-teaching 
courses.  One  student  plays  the  role 


of  teacher,  others  act  out  the  parts 
of  elementary  or  secondary  school 
pupils.  Cameras  and  microphones 
focus  on  the  class  and  record  the 
student-teacher's  handling  of  it. 
Later,  the  tape  is  played  back  to  the 
student  and  the  college  instructor, 
and   they  analyze   the   performance. 

"To  most  students,  seeing  them- 
selves on  television  comes  as  a  real 
shock,"  says  John  B.  Moffett,  Jr., 
assistant  professor  of  education,  who 
uses  ITV  for  a  peer-teaching  course. 

"They  don't  want  to  believe  that 
it  is  really  them  on  the  screen  teach- 
ing," he  says.  "It  is  one  of  the  best 
kinds  of  education  apprentice  teach- 
ers can  get.  They  see,  rather  than 
are  told,  what  they  do  wrong." 

Television  is  used  in  still  another 
way  in  the  Zoology  Department. 
Special  cameras  equipped  with  zoom 
lenses  and  attached  to  worktables 
transmit  the  images  of  hard-to-see 
demonstrations  to  monitoring  screens 
mounted  in  various  parts  of  the 
room  within  easy  sight  of  each  stu- 
dent. Another  camera  is  attached  to 
a  microscope  and  lets  class  members 
see   what   is   happening  on   a   slide. 

"We  have  plans  for  incorporating 
more  television  equipment  into  our 
labs,"  says  Wesley  J.  Peterson,  as- 
sociate  professor  of  zoolog)'. 

One  use  being  considered  would 
entail  attaching  a  physiological  re- 
corder of  body  functions  to  a  tele- 
vision setup.  This  would  enable  the 
class  to  read  the  recorder  as  it  moni- 
tors a  heartbeat,  or  measures  the 
bloodflow  or  the  electrical  activity 
of  an  animal's  brain. 

Peterson,  like  Moffett  and  Triso- 
lini,  is  pleased  with  his  experiences 
with  instructional  television. 

"I've  received  enthusiastic  re- 
sponses from  students,"  he  reports. 
"But  one  particular  response  that  I 
get  quite  often  is  a  most  encouraging 
one  to  the  idea  of  using  television 
in  the  classroom."  The  response? 
"How  did  you  teach  without  it?" 

With  an  expected  increase  in  FM 
power  (page  II),  Ohio's  725-foot 
television  tower  will  be  transmitting 
educational  and  cultural  programs 
to  communities  throughout  south- 
eastern Ohio  and  parts  of  three  ad- 
jacent states. 
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Ohio's  new  School  of  Theatre 
For  the  'Performance  Oriented' 


Theatre  will  be  cast  in  a  different 
and  more  demanding  role  on  the 
Ohio  University  campus  beginning 
July  1  with  inauguration  of  a 
School  of  Theatre  designed  to  pro- 
vide intensive  training  for  the  "per- 
formance oriented"  student. 

The  school,  which  will  place 
major  emphasis  on  training  of  stu- 
dents for  careers  in  the  theatre,  will 
offer  professional  degree  programs 
at  both  undergraduate  and  graduate 
levels.  Special  training  will  be  of- 
fered in  acting,  design  and  technical 
production,  playwriting.  children's 
drama,  and  directing. 

Heading  up  the  new  unit  will  be 
Dr.  John  A.  Walker,  who  has  ser\ed 
since  1962  as  chairman  of  the 
theatre  "area"  in  the  University's 
College  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  new  school  will  take  its  place 
beside  three  other  creative  disciplines 
with   school   status    in    the   College: 


architecture  and  design,  art,  and 
music.  A  proposal  to  establish  a 
fifth  such  unit  for  dance  is  now 
under  study  by  University  officials. 

Previously,  Ohio's  theatre  curricu- 
lum was  organized  as  a  special  area 
within  the  University's  School  of 
Dramatic  Art  and  Speech,  with  the 
courses  designed  primarily  for  stu- 
dents planning  to  teach  the  subjects 
in  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

Paralleling  development  of  the 
theatre  curriculum,  the  University's 
speech  curriculum  is  being  reorgan- 
ized within  a  School  of  Communi- 
cation, which  will  also  be  inaugur- 
ated July  1.  Under  direction  of  Dr. 
Claude  E.  Kantner,  the  communi- 
cations unit  will  offer  a  general 
speech  major,  as  well  as  majors  in 
speech  education,  organizational 
communication,  radio-television,  and 
speech  pathology  and  audiology. 


Dr.  Walker,  who  has  directed  re- 
tooling of  the  theatre  curriculum, 
e.xplained  that  the  University  will 
continue  to  offer  a  general  theatre 
major  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Fine 
Arts  degree. 

"However,"  he  added,  "'the  new 
emphasis  will  be  on  pre-professional 
training  for  the  performance  orien- 
ted student." 

During  the  freshman  and  sopho- 
more years,  students  planning 
theatre  majors  will  take  basic  tech- 
nique courses  and  a  course  in  the 
history  and  literature  of  the  theatre. 

These  courses  will  give  the  student 
an  understanding  of  the  theatre  of 
different  historical  periods  and  a 
"working  acquaintance"  with  dra- 
matic  literature,   Walker   e.xplained. 

At  the  junior  level,  the  student 
will  begin  a  series  of  at  least  five 
"in    depth"    courses   in    theatre    his-

tory  and  drama.  Those  planning 
professional  careers  will  choose  one 
of  four  pre-professional  sequences — 
acting,  design  and  technical  produc- 
tion, playwriting,  children's  drama — 
leading  to  the   B.F.A. 

It  is  in  coursework  at  this  level 
that  the  student  will  receive  inten- 
sive training  in  theatre  techniques, 
Walker  noted. 

An  even  more  intensive  training 
will  be  available  to  the  theatre- 
bound  student  at  the  graduate  level. 
Here,  he  will  be  able  to  continue 
specialized  study  in  one  of  the  four 
undergraduate  sequences  or  choose 
a   fifth    area,    directing.    Each    pro- 


gram will  require  two  years  to  com- 
plete and  will  lead  to  a  Master  of 
Fine  Arts  degree. 

Once  he  has  the  M.F.A.,  Walker 
explained,  it  is  hoped  he  will  serve 
a  year's  internship  with  a  resident 
professional  company,  much  as  a 
new  M.D.  does  in  a  hospital.  Event- 
ually, the  school  may  maintain  such 
a  resident  company  itself. 

For  the  student  who  does  not  plan 
to  be  in  the  performing  end  of 
theatre,  the  school  will  offer  a  con- 
ventional academic  Master  of  Arts 
degree.  This  program  will  provide 
jjreparation  for  teaching  and  a 
foundation    for    advanced    study    in 


theatre  histor)-,  literature  and  criti- 
cism. 

Academic  studies  will  be  supple- 
mented by  extensive  participation 
in  productions  sponsored  by  the 
school  each  season. 

Currently,  fi\e  major  productions 
and  four  Studio  Series  programs  are 
perfomied  each  season  before  cam- 
pus audiences.  In  addition,  special 
presentations  will  be  conducted  by 
a  Laboratory  Theatre  and  Dance, 
Actors  and   Playwrights  Workshops. 

The  latter  will  bring  the  student 
playwright  together  with  actors  and 
directors,  who  will  produce  scenes 
and  let  the  play^\Tight  see  how  his 
action  transfers  from  script  to  stage. 
After  a  play  has  been  polished  in 
this  fashion,  the  playwright  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  see  his  work  per- 
formed in  a  studio  production  or  as 
a    University    Theatre    production. 

In  the  summer,  advanced  students 
will  compete  for  roles  in  a  resident 
company  of  the  University's  Mono- 
moy  Theatre  in  Chatham,  Mass. 

Other  experience  will  be  available 
through  the  Athens  Children's 
Theatre  and  the  Ohio  Valley  Sum- 
mer Theatre.  ACT,  a  joint  com- 
munity-University project,  performs 
plays  for  grade  school  children  in  the 
schools  of  Athens  and  the  surround- 
ing area.  Plans  are  undersvay  to  ex- 
pand its  schedule  from  two  plays  a 
year  to  perhaps  one  a  month. 

OVST  is  also  a  joint  community- 
University  group,  and  offers  a  rep- 
ertory bill  of  four  plays  each  sum- 
mer. The  repertory  provides  stu- 
dents the  experience  of  playing  dif- 
ferent roles  on  succeeding  nights  and 
sustaining  a  performance  o\Tr  a 
period  of  several  weeks. 

In  many  of  these  productions, 
Walker  explained,  the  student  will 
be  working  directly  with  professional 
directors  and  actors  and  playwrights. 

Through  a  visiting  professor  pro- 
gram, the  Univcreity  now  brings 
professionals  to  the  campus  to  work 
with  students.  This  program  will  be 
continued  and  strengthened  by  the 
recruitment  of  professionals  from 
the  working  theatre  for  permanent 
positions  on  the  faculty. 

In  bringing  these  people  onto  the 
staff,  Walker  explained,  professional 
standing  will  be  equated  with  the 
traditionally  required  degrees. 
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459  NEW  ALUMNI  Four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-nine  persons  from 
63  Ohio  counties,  19  other  states 
and  four  foreign  countries  received 
degrees  at  the  University's  212th 
commencement  exercises  January  28. 
The  degrees  included  six  doctorates, 
61  master's,  391  bachelor's  and  one 
associate   in   arts. 

Dr.  Thomas  S.  Smith,  vice  presi- 
dent for  academic  affairs,  identified 
the  new  alumni  as  members  of  an 
elite  10  percent  of  the  U.S.  popula- 
tion who  now  have  a  college  educa- 
tion, a  minority  that  dwindles  to 
less  than  one  percent  of  the  world's 
population. 

Although  a  minority.  Smith  told 
the  graduates,  they  must  take  major 
responsibility  for  directing  desired 
social  changes. 

"Nearly  any  issue  invites  extreme 
solutions,"  he  noted.  The  task  of  the 
university  graduate  is  to  analyze  all 
variables  in  order  to  understand 
possible  results.  From  this  analysis, 
the  Ohio  educator  stated,  will  come 
decisions  which  "make  progress 
without  inviting  destruction." 

TIMELY  SUBJECT  Ohio  Uni- 
versity and  its  president  were  spot- 
lighted in  a  recent  issue  of  Time 
magazine  (February  10).  Citing 
President  Alden's  goal  "to  shape  a 
university  that's  in  touch  with  the 
real  world,"  the  magazine  reported: 

"He  is  something  of  an  evangelist 
for  the  role  of  the  university  in  U.S. 
society.  In  the  church,  he  says,  'too 
many  men  of  the  cloth  are  becom- 
ing disenchanted.'  In  government, 
'the  politician  is  too  engrossed  in 
next  year's  budget.'  That  leaves 
'only  the  universities  that  permit  you 
to  take  a  long  look  ahead.'  " 

Alden  was  recently  appointed  to 
head  the  Appalachian  Commission's 
new  25-member  Education  Advisory 
Committee.  The  group  will  provide 
continuing  advice  and  guidance  to 
the  commission  on  the  educational 
needs  of  the  region. 


NEW  BIRD  The  University  has 
received  an  18-passenger  DC-3  air- 
craft released  by  the  U.S.  Air  Force 
through  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare. 

The  latest  addition  to  Ohio's  own 
10-plane  air  force  will  provide  trans- 
portation for  personnel  engaged  in 
educational  and  economic  programs 
while  serving  as  a  "backup"  plane 
for  the  University's  DC-3  flying 
laboratory.  The  latter  is  used  for 
avionics  research  by  the  electrical 
engineering  department. 


POWER  HIKE  A  power  increase 
for  WOUB-FM  will  soon  make  it 
possible  for  the  University's  educa- 
tional radio  and  television  stations 
to  serve  a  potential  audience  of  a 
million  people  throughout  southeast- 
ern Ohio  and  parts  of  West  Vir- 
ginia,   Kentucky    and    Pennsylvania. 

A  proposal  to  increase  transmitter 
power  from  10  to  200,000  watts 
was  approN'ed  earlier  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  but  is 
now  being  re-engineered  for  175,000 
watts  to  eliminate  possible  interfer- 
ence with  other  stations.  Once  the 
revised  proposal  is  processed,  the 
Uni\ersity  will  have  approximately 
five  months  to  put  the  power  in- 
crease into  effect. 


TEACHING    ECONOMICS    A 

$192,500  grant  from  the  U.S.  Office 
of  Education  will  be  used  by  the 
College  of  Business  Administration 
to  support  a  teacher  fellowship  pro- 
gram in  economics. 

The  program,  which  starts  next 
September,  wiW  bring  25  economics 
teachers  in  grades  7-12  to  the  cam- 
pus for  a  one-year  curriculum  lead- 
ing to  an  optional  master's  degree  in 
economics,  with  concentration  in 
economics  education.  Dr.  Roman  F. 
Warmke,  who  will  direct  the  proj- 
ect, says  the  fellows  will  be  selected 
from  schools  in  Ohio  and  11  other 
states  in  the  Appalachian  region. 


Trustee  Kennedy  '26 

TRUSTEE  APPOINTMENT 
Ohio  Governor  James  A.  Rhodes 
has  reappointed  Edwin  L.  Kennedy 
to  a  nine-year  term  on  the  Univer- 
sity's Board  of  Trustees. 

A  1926  graduate,  Kennedy  has 
served  on  Ohio's  governing  board 
since  1959  and  was  chairman  in 
1965-66.  He  has  served  two  tenns 
as  national  president  of  the  Ohio 
University  Alumni  Association  and 
currently  sei-ves  as  president  of  the 
board  of  the  Ohio  University  Fund. 

A  native  of  Marion,  Kennedy  now 
resides  in  New  Vernon,  N.J.,  and 
is  a  senior  partner  in  Lehman  Broth- 
ers, one  of  the  largest  private  in- 
vestment houses  in  New  York  City. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Ruth 
Zimmennan,  '30. 

SABBATICALS  Twenty  -  eight 
faculty  members  are  now  on  semes- 
ter-long sabbatical  leaves,  the  first 
in  the  University's  history.  Under 
the  program,  approved  by  the  trus- 
tees last  October,  each  tenured  fac- 
ulty member  is  eligible  for  a  leave 
of  absence  following  each  si.x-year 
teaching  period  to  provide  time  for 
concentration  on  scholarly  work. 
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HOME  FOR  MUSIC  Ohio  has 
received  a  $282,657  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion and  Welfare  to  assist  in  con- 
struction of  a  $2.8  million  structure 
to  house  the  School  of  Music.  Addi- 
tional funds  totaling  more  than  $2.5 
million  have  been  appropriated  for 
the  building  from  state  bond  issues. 

Construction  of  the  four-story 
structure  will  begin  this  summer. 
Facilities  in  the  new  building  will 
include  a  concert  hall,  recital  hall, 
electronic  teaching  aids  laboratory, 
music  library,  rehearsal  rooms  and 
faculty  offices. 

REGIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 
Ohio's  Institute  for  Regional  Devel- 
opment has  received  a  $170,875 
technical  assistance  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity. To  be  administered  through 
IRD's  Community  Services  Office, 
the  grant  will  support  a  multi-pur- 
pose training  program  for  communi- 
ty action  agencies  in  southeastern 
Ohio  and  an  office  to  distribute  in- 
formation on  human  resource  devel- 
opment programs. 

MUSIC  FOR  BRASS  A  com- 
position entitled  "Mosaic,"  by  assist- 
ant professor  Sydney  F.  Hodkinson, 
has  been  added  to  the  repertoire  of 
the  New  York  Brass  Quintet.  Hod- 
kinson, on  leave  of  absence  while 
studying  for  his  doctorate  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  has  had 
his  compositions  performed  by 
symphony  orchestras  and  chamber 
groups  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 


A  SINGLE  COMMENCEMENT 

Following  the  commencement  this 
August,  the  University  will  elimi- 
nate mid-year  and  August  gradua- 
tion exercises  and  hold  a  single 
annual  commencement  each  June. 

The  new  commencement  plan 
was  approved  by  the  University's 
executive  committee  following 
recommendations  from  the  faculty 
senate,  student  congress  and  senior 
class  officers. 

Under  the  plan,  graduates  receiv- 
ing diplomas  at  the  end  of  the  sum- 
mer, fall  and  winter  quarters  will  be 
invited  to  participate  in  the  annual 
exercises  in  June. 


TEACHERS  COLLEGE  Ohio 
officials  were  in  Kano,  Nigeria  in 
January  to  help  dedicate  the  newly 
completed  campus  of  the  Advanced 
Teachers  College,  a  four-year  educa- 
tion center  developed  by  the  North- 
ern Nigerian  Education  Ministry  in 
cooperation    with    Ohio    University. 

The  $1  million  college,  financed 
largely  by  the  U.S.  Agency  for  Inter- 


national Development,  provides  new- 
quarters  for  the  University's  19 
faculty   members  assigned   to  Kano. 

Joining  President  Alden  for  the 
dedication  ceremonies  and  a  week- 
long  visit  to  Ohio's  projects  in  the 
West  African  nation  were  trustee  Ed- 
win L.  Kennedy  and  Dr.  Russell  A. 
Milliken,  director  of  the  University's 
Center  for  International  Programs. 

As  a  part  of  his  dedication  address, 
Alden  read  a  congratulatory  letter 
to  the  Nigerian  staff  from  Vice  Presi- 
dent Hubert  H.  Humphrey.  Repre- 
senting the  U.S.  government  at  the 
ceremonies  was  U.S.  Ambassador  to 
Nigeria  Elbert  G.  Mathews. 

The  new  college  is  a  major  first 
step  in  the  Northern  Region's  drive 
to  provide  universal  education.  Ap- 
proximately six  percent  of  the  re- 
gion's children  now  attend  school. 

Enrollment  in  the  college  is  430, 
with  a  projected  enrollment  of  740 
by  1969.  Beginning  next  year  the 
college  will  graduate  180  teachers 
annually.  Its  in-service  training  pro- 
grams help  upgrade  the  skills  of  10,- 
000  uncertified  teachers. 

Ohio  also  maintains  educational 
projects  at  the  University  of  Zaria 
and  Ibadan,  the  fomier  funded  by  a 
recent  Ford  Foundation  grant,  the 
latter  established  in  1958  and  fund- 
ed by  AID.

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The  Surgeon  and  the  Heart 


Recounting  events  which  have 
led  to  the  "brave  new  world  of 
heart-lung  machines,"  a  prominent 
Chicago  surgeon  suggested  recently 
that  it  will  be  several  years  yet  be- 
fore a  "completely  acceptable"  arti- 
ficial heart  is  a  reality. 

Approximately  50  persons — many 
of  them  ph)'sicians  and  former  stu- 
dents of  Ohio's  anatomy  professor, 
Rush  Elliott — were  in  Athens  to 
hear  Dr.  C.  Frederick  Kittle,  '42, 
speak  about  "The  Surgeon  and  the 
Heart"  in  the  first  annual  Rush 
Elliott   Lecture. 

Himself  one  of  Dr.  Elliott's  for- 
mer students  and  now  head  of  tho- 
racic and  cardiovascular  surgery  at 
the  University  of  Chicago,  Dr.  Kit- 
tle surveyed  some  of  the  events 
leading  to  development  of  heart- 
lung  machines. 

These  devices,  which  were  first 
tried  experimentally  in  pre-VVorld 
War  H  years  and  then  came  into 
wide  use  in  the  late  50's,  marked 
the  beginning  of  modem  "open 
heart"  surgery. 

"Although  dogs  have  survived  for 
27  hours  after  total  replacement  of 
their  heart  by  a  mechanical  device, 
and  mechanical  devices  have  been 
used  for  longer  periods  in  partial 
support  of  the  circulation,  it  will  be 
several  years  before  completely  ac- 
ceptable prostheses  are  available," 
Dr.  Kittle  told  his  listeners.  The 
current  limiting  factor  of  such  de- 
vices, he  explained,  is  their  destruc- 
tion and  alteration  of  the  circulat- 
ing red  cells. 

Noting  that  the  engineers  and 
physicians  who  are  now  working 
toward  development  of  an  artificial 
heart  are  "symbolic  of  the  coopera- 
tive approach  necessary  for  such  a 
complex  problem,"  Dr.  Kittle  point- 
ed out  that  similar  efforts  are  now 
underway  in  development  of  arti- 
ficial lungs,  transplantation  of  the 
heart  and  lungs,  and  a  more  prac- 
tical device  for  electrical  pacing  of 
a  diseased  heart. 

It  is  hard  to  single  out  one  in- 
vestigator   or    one    discovery    which

has  made  all  this  possible,  he  added, 
"because  the  recent  seemingly  sud- 
den eruption  of  brilliant  exploits  is 
due  to  a  century-long  smoldering 
of  intellectual  curiosity  and  the  dor- 
mant results  of  research  biologists." 

For  many  centuries,  he  explained, 
the  heart  was  taboo  for  the  surgeon, 
and  like  other  areas,  the  only  role 
accorded  operation   was  in   trauma. 

"There  have  always  been  wounds 
of  the  heart,"  he  said,  citing  the 
medically  accurate  descriptions  in 
Greek  and  Roman  writings  which 
always  stressed  the  danger  of  any 
interference  with  this  organ. 

This  "therapeutic  nihilism  and 
fatalism"  continued  for  many  cen- 
turies. Dr.  Kittle  said.  However, 
during  the  first  part  of  the  20th 
Century,  there  gradually  came  ac- 
ceptance of  the  fact  that  wounds 
of  the  heart  could  be  sutured  with 
recovery  of  the  patient. 

With  this  recognition.  Dr.  Kittle 
explained,  there  ensued  a  period  of 
experimentation.  The  first  surgical 
procedure  on  a  diseased  heart  valve 
was  attempted,  surgical  treatment 
of  congenital  heart  defects  was 
tried,  and  tcchnic]ues  for  more  ac- 
curate diagnosis  of  heart  disease 
were  developed. 

However,  Dr.  Kittle  said,  the 
real   impetus  for  the  application  of 


surgery  in  the  treatment  of  heart 
disease   came   with   World   War   H. 

In  the  European  war  theater,  he 
noted,  there  gradually  accumulated 
many  patients  with  bullet  and 
shrapnel  fragments  within  the  heart 
and  major  vessels.  Often  the  foreign 
body  would  migrate  through  the 
wall  of  the  heart  or  vessels,  causing 
sudden  death  or  interfering  with 
heart  action. 

Instead  of  adopting  the  then 
prevalent  "wait-and-see"  attitude 
in  such  cases,  two  surgeons — one  an 
American,  the  other  an  Englishman 
— suggested  operating  to  remove 
these  fragments  before  they  had  a 
chance  to  do  further  damage. 

Such  a  proposal  was  almost  un- 
heard of  at  that  time.  Dr.  Kittle 
said,  but  the  results — 134  patients 
operated  on  without  a  fatality — 
demonstrated  that  such  operations 
could  be  performed  successfully. 

These  results.  Dr.  Kittle  added, 
stimulated  other  surgeons  to  exam- 
ine what  might  be  done  surgically 
to  the  heart  and  great  vessels. 

Dr.  Kittle's  remarks  highlighted 
a  banquet  concluding  the  first  Rush 
Elliott  Lecture  Series  weekend  last 
October.  The  event,  which  features 
October.

WINTER    WRAPUP 

Two  MAC  championships  and  a 
winning  season  were  in  the  offing 
for  three  varsity  teams  when  the 
Alumnus    went    to    press. 

Conference  title  chances  appeared 
good  for  both  the  swimming  and 
wrestling  teams,  while  the  hockey 
team  in  its  first  year  as  a  varsity 
sport  was  at  the  .500  mark  with  a 
7-7  record. 

With  his  tankers  sporting  a  4-2-1 
dual  meet  record,  coach  Fletcher 
Gilders  figured  his  young  Bobcats 
would  reach  their  peak  at  Miami 
in  March  in  seeking  a  third  straight 
MAC  crown.  Leading  the  team  are 
seniors  George  Saldana,  of  Detroit, 
MAC  record-holder  in  the  400- 
yard  individual  medley,  and  Harry 
Greenfield,  Shaker  Heights,  who 
has  posted  the  lowest  times  in  the 
100-  and  200-yard  freestyle  and  the 
200-yard  butterfly  events.  Confer- 
ence diving  champ  Chris  Newell,  a 
junior,  is  the  other  veteran  in  a 
sophomore-studded    lineup. 

In  his  17th  season  as  coach,  Fred 
Schleicher  has  seen  his  matmen 
compile  a  6-1  dual  meet  record 
while  casting  themselves  in  a  chal- 
lenger's role  for  the  MAC  finals  at 
Miami  in  March.  Juniors  Dave 
Unik,  123-pounder  from  Berea,  and 
Rick  Martin,  167-pounder  from 
Pittsburgh,  and  sophomore  Chuck 
Sidoti,  191,  Cleveland,  have  posted 
10-0-2,  8-0  and  8-1-1  records. 
Unik  also  captured  a  second  straight 
Wilkes-Barre,    Pa.,   Open   crown. 

Leading  John  McComb's  young 
hockey  team  are  juniors  Terry  Gray, 
Sarnia,  Ont.,  and  Jim  Gore,  Parma 
Heights,  and  sophomore  Jim  Bar- 
fett,  Willowdale,  Ont.  Gray  and 
Gore  lead  in  total  points  with  21 
and  18.  The  team  owns  impressive 
wins  over  Ohio  State,  Wisconsin 
and  Boston  State  College. 


SPRING  PRACTICE 

Football  coach  Bill  Hess  heads 
into  spring  drills  in  April  with  17  of 
22  starting  players  returning  from  a 
team  which  finished  with  a  5-5  rec- 
ord and  fourth  place  in  the  confer- 
ence. They'll  be  joined  by  members 
of  Bucky  Wagner's  frosh,  who 
posted  a  perfect  5-0  last  fall. 

Returning  veterans  include  6-4, 
230  lb.  offensive  tackle  Ken  Car- 
mon,  the  only  sophomore  to  make 
the  All-MAC  team  this  year;  tail- 
back Dick  Conley,  who  netted  275 
yards  in  one  game  last  fall  for  the 
best  such  mark  of  the  season  in  ma- 
jor college  ball;  Bob  Houmard,  a 
6-3,  220  lb.  runner  who,  despite  in- 
juries, racked  up  641  yards  in  189 
tries  for  a  3.3  average  his  first  var- 
sity season;  Joe  Allen,  5-11,  215  lb. 
defensive  tackle;  and  1967  co-cap- 
tains Bob  Beach,  a  5-10  185  lb.  de- 
fensive end,  and  6-0,  201  lb.  Frank 
Spolrich,  who  was  on  the  All-MAC 
second  team  unit  this  year. 

Among  freshmen  who  will  join 
the  veterans  for  spring  drills  are 
three  outstanding  offensive  perform- 
ers —  flankerback  Todd  Snyder, 
quarterback  Cleve  Bryant  and  full- 
back Tony  Mosby.  Snyder  snagged 
22  passes  for  495  yards  and  nine 
TD's,  while  Bryant  completed  34  of 
65  pass  attempts  for  a  .523  average 
and  736  yards.  Bryant  also  scram- 
bled for  255  yards  in  55  carries  for 
a  4.6  average.  Mosby  led  in  this 
department,  gaining  338  yards  in  80 
attempts  for  a  4.2  average. 

The  strong  points  as  Hess  sees 
them  heading  into  spring  drills  are 
a  veteran  offensive  line,  some  out- 
standing running  backs,  and  the 
makings  of  a  sound  passing  game — 
all  of  which  adds  up  to  "a  more  ex- 
plosive ballclub  than  we've  had  the 
past  few  seasons." 


Hess  sees  the  defense  as  a  possible 
weak  point.  "We  need  strength  from 
the  youngsters  coming  up." 

Other  returning  veterans  are  All- 
MAC  punting  specialist  Bob  Brown 
and  placekicker  Bill  Pataki.  Brown 
led  the  conference  last  fall,  with  a 
38.8  yard  average  in  56  punts. 
Pataki's  record  for  the  season  was 
five  field  goals  and  14  extra  points. 


GOLF 

Ohio's  golf  team,  sidetracked  last 
spring  in  its  domination  of  the  Mid- 
American Conference,  has  a  good 
chance  of  regaining  the  title  for  the 
14th  time  in  17  years  this  spring. 

Coach  Kermit  Blosser^  entering 
his  21st  season  with  a  249-82-10 
record,  will  have  seven  lettermen 
back  from  last  year's  squad,  which 
posted  an  18-4-1  season  but  dropped 
to  fourth  place  in  the  conference. 

Returnees  include  former  Ohio 
junior  champ  Jim  Nordstrom,  Ash- 
land; Terry  Beard,  Biloxi,  Miss.; 
Dave  Deever,  Ashland;  Bruce  Hel- 
wagen,  Circleville,  another  former 
state  junior  king;  Hal  Ward,  Frank- 
lin; Bob  Peterson,  Columbus;  and 
Bill    Reinicke,    Dayton   Kettering. 

"To  win  another  MAC  title  this 
spring,  it's  going  to  take  a  lot  of 
work  and  improvement,"  said  BIos- 
ser,  who  feels  his  players  have  the 
necessary  experience. 


TENNIS 

With  two  outstanding  sophomores 
and  a  highly  regarded  junior  college 
transfer  joining  five  lettermen  from 
last  year's  5-10-1  team,  tennis  coach 
Carroll  Widdoes  figures  his  Bobcats 
can  improve  on  last  season's  sixth 
place  MAC  finish. 

"Our  singles  play  should  be 
strong,  but  the  doubles  teams  are 
still  a  question  mark,"  said  Widdoes, 
who  will  take  the  squad  south  for 
six  matches  before  starting  an  11- 
match   regular  season   slate. 

The  highly  regarded  newcomers 
include  sophomores  Steve  Modell, 
Adelphi,  Md.,  and  Dave  Sherman, 
Cincinnati,  and  Port  Huron  Junior 
College  transfer  Jon  Burley.

Hamm,  Chillicothe,  and  Jay  Braden, 
Zanesville,  and  two-year  letterman 
Dave  Stephenson,  Medina.  Experted 
to  challenge  the  veterans  are  sopho- 
mores Ron  Longoria,  Lorain,  and 
Fred    Carpenter,    Upper    Arlington. 

BASEBALL 

Ohio  baseball  coach  Bob  Wren 
doesn't  need  to  be  convinced  that 
pitching  is  75  percent  of  the  game — 
especially  when  he  coached  one  of 
the  two  winningest  pitchers  in  col- 
lege baseball  last  year,  Tom  Murphy 
of   Euclid. 

But  Murphy  has  been  drafted  by 
the  California  Angels,  and  they  have 
until  June  15  to  sign  him.  If  Murphy 
does  sign  with  the  Angels,  then 
Wren  might  become  a  likely  candi- 
date for  pro  baseball's  pension  plan, 
since  the  big  leagues  took  away 
Ail-American  Terry  Harmon  two 
years  ago  and  slugging  All-Ckinfer- 
ence  shortstop  Berke  Reichenhach 
(.395)    last  year. 

With  Murphy  in  the  fold.  Wren 
has  the  necessary  1-2  pitching  punch 
for  a  good  season,  with  senior  right- 
hander Jerry  McConnell  returning 
after  posting  a  5-2  mark  last  year. 
Murphy,  who  posted  10  wins  against 
no  losses  last  year  while  ranking 
among  the  nation's  top  ten  in  strike- 
outs, owns  a  16-1  record  in  two 
seasons  with  the  Bobcats.  Wren  also 
expects  pitching  help  from  veterans 
Fred  Cluff,  Hillsboro,  and  Bill 
Wooddell,    Athens. 

Much  of  the  hitting  burden  this 
spring  will  be  on  outfielders  Bill 
Murphy,    Lima,    and    Jim    LeVero, 


Warren,  and  second  baseman  Jim 
Workman,  Columbus.  Murphy  fin- 
ished sixth  in  the  nation  in  batting 
last  year  with  a  .419  average.  Work- 
man hit  .333  and  LeVero  .301  in  a 
summer  league. 

"Except  for  Workman,  we  could 
have  an  all-sophomore  infield,  but 
they're  capable  of  scoring  runs," 
said  Wren,  holder  of  a  321-111 
record   in    18  years   as  Ohio   coach. 

Top  sophomore  prospects  include 
infielders  Craig  Shade,  Columbus, 
another  Murphy — Mike  from  Day- 
ton, and  outfielder-pitcher  John 
Morlan,  Columbus. 

TRACK  AND  CROSS  COUNTRY 

Considerable  depth  and  talent 
among  the  sophomores  and  juniors, 
plus  some  expected  new  strength  in 
the  field  events,  should  give  Ohio 
track  coach  Stan  Huntsman  a  team 
capable  of  finishing  high  in  the  Mid- 
American   Conference    this   spring. 

"We  should  show  considerable 
improvement,  especially  with  the 
juniors  and  sophomores  (39  of  48 
team  members  are  underclassmen)," 
said  Huntsman,  whose  squad  finish- 
ed sixth  in  MAC  last  season. 

Leading  the  track  contingent  is 
Akron  half-miler  John  Tillman; 
sprinter  Emmett  Taylor,  also  of 
Akron;  distance  runner  John  Blair, 
Cincinnati ;  Sam  Bogan,  Youngs- 
town,  and  Roger  Pape,  Marietta,  in 
the  hurdles;  and  sprinter  Roger 
Hosier,  of  Hamersville.  Newcomers 
Don  Leedy,  Goshen,  Ind.,  in  the 
mile  and  half-miler  Mel  Williams, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  could  also  help 
the  team.

Hutter  received 
a  bachelor's  in  education  from  Ohio 
in    1964  and   his  master's  last  year. 

Nessley,  65,  Dies; 
At  Ohio  32  Years 

Carl  T.  Nessley,  65,  a  member  of 
Ohio  University's  physical  education 
faculty  for  32  years  and  associate  di- 
rector of  the  division  for  19  of  those 
years,  died  unexpectedly  on  January 
17  of  a  heart  attack. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Nessley 
was  giving  a  speech  before  a  meet- 
ing of  Ohio's  Faculty  Senate  on  the 
role  of  physical  education  in  a  uni- 
versity curriculum. 

Among  many  friends  who  paid 
him  tribute  were  Dr.  Thomas  S. 
Smith,  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs,  and  William  D.  Rohr,  di- 
rector of  physical  education  and  in- 
tercollegiate  athletics. 

"Carl  Nessley  was  one  of  the  most 


respected  and  seasoned  members  of 
our  faculty,  with  a  deep  love  and 
sincere  dedication  to  his  profession," 
Smith  said. 

Noting  that  "Ohio  University  has 
lost  one  of  its  finest  leaders,"  Rohr 
cited  the  educator's  "intense  loyalty 
and  dedication  to  his  beloved  field 
as  his  most  characteristic  traits." 

In  a  tribute  before  the  faculty, 
Joseph  P.  Trepp,  professor  of  physi- 
cal education,  said  of  his  associate: 
"(Nessley's)  zest  for  life  and  never- 
flagging  enthusiasm  for  his  chosen 
field,  along  with  great  vitality  and 
personal  magnetism,  made  him  seem 
ageless  ....  (He)  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  his  friends  and  associates." 

Nessley  had  been  associate  direc- 
tor of  physical  education  and  athlet- 
ics since  1948,  and  was  serving  his 
final  year  in  this  post  while  teach- 
ing fencing  and  classes  in  recreation. 
He  had  planned  to  teach  for  several 
more  years  after  retiring  from  ad- 
ministrative duties.  Teaching  re- 
mained his  first  love,  and  an  art  he 
practiced   for   more    than   40   years. 

He  was  also  an  active  outdoors- 
man,  with  hunting  and  fishing  his 
favorite  pastimes.  His  ingenuity  and 
skill  in  woodcarving  were  evident  to 
anyone  who  visited  the  Indian  Vil- 
lage he  created  in  a  wooded  area 
at    the    rear    of   his    Athens    home. 

Originally  built  for  his  visiting 
grandchildren,  who  showed  an  in- 
terest in  Indian  and  western  life,  the 
village  provided  many  hours  of  rec- 


reation for  children  of  Athens  and 
vicinity.  It  consisted  of  a  log  cabin, 
a  covered  wagon,  some  tepees,  and 
hand  -  carved,  larger-  than  -  life  -  size 
figures  of  Indians,  cavemen,  slaves, 
and  a  frontiersman  and  his  family. 

Nessley  began  teaching  in  the 
Parkersburg,  W.  Va.,  schools  and 
later  became  supervisor  of  physical 
education  for  that  system.  He  came 
to    Ohio   in    1935  as    an    instructor. 

A  native  of  Pickerington,  O.,  he 
took  his  undergraduate  work  at 
Denison  University  and  received  his 
master's  degree  from  Harvard.  He 
also  studied  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  New  York  University. 

He  is  sur\'ived  by  his  wife,  Mar- 
tha; a  daughter,  Mrs.  Charles  Pos- 
ton  (Ruth  Carol  Nessley  '56),  Can- 
ton; his  mother,  Mrs.  Claudia  Tuss- 
ing  Nessley,  Pickerington ;  a  brother, 
Ralph,  Reynoldsburg ;  a  sister,  Mrs. 
Earl  Diley,  Canal  Winchester;  and 
three  grandchildren. 

MEMORIAL   FUND 

A  Carl  T.  Nessley  Memorial 
Scholarship  Fund  has  been  establish- 
ed at  Ohio  University  to  honor  the 
memory  of  the  man  who  had  come 
to  be  recognized  as  "Mr.  Physical 
Education"  on  the  Athens  campus 
before  his  death  in  January. 

Plans  call  for  the  fund  to  provide 
a  scholarship  to  an  outstanding 
young  man  or  woman  majoring  in 
physical  education  at  the  University. 

In  announcing  its  establishment, 
William  D.  Rohr,  director  of  physi- 
cal education  and  intercollegiate 
athletics,  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  gifts  contributed  by  his  many 
friends  will  be  sufficient  to  enable 
interest  from  the  fund  to  finance  the 
scholarship   on   an   annual  basis. 

Criteria  for  the  award  are  now 
being  developed  by  a  committee 
composed  of  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity's physical  education  faculty, 
James  C.  Mason,  chairman.

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Alumnus  And  His  Firm 
Aim  At  'Fun'  Market 

How  to  succeed  in  the  automo- 
tive business  without  really  trying  to 
out-general  General  Motors? 

It's  a  tough  act,  but  one  which 
an  Ohio  alumnus  and  his  company 
perform  with  no  need  for  apologies. 
How  Cruse  Moss  and  the  Kaiser 
Jeep  Corporation  (KJC)  do  it  is 
the  subject  of  an  article  in  the 
January   7   issue  of  Business    Week. 

Moss,  a  1948  industrial  engineer- 
ing graduate  and  now  president  of 
KJC's  automotive  division,  ex- 
plains it  this  way: 

"We  have  no  illusions  of  becom- 
ing a  Big  Three  domestic  producer. 
Our  strategy,  plain  and  simple,  is  to 
prosper  as  an  independent  by  giving 
people  something  unique  in  the  way 
of  transportation,  something  which 
no  one  else  provides." 

The  latest  tactic  in  this  strategy 
has  just  been  unveiled.  It's  the  Jeep- 
ster,  a  brand  new  version  of  the 
vehicle  that  captured  the  fancy  of 
many  a  motorist  a  decade  and  a 
half  ago. 

The  new  Jeepster — %vhich  comes 
as  a  convertible,  station  wagon, 
roadster  or  pickup — is  KJC's  entry 
in  the  mushrooming  "fun  and  rec- 
reation" market. 

It  reflects  Moss'  conviction  that 
"automotive  graveyards  are  littered 
with  classic  cases  showing  the  futil- 
ity of  trying  to  out-general  General 
Motors  in  a  business  where  you 
can't  tell  one  product  from  another 
more  than  five  feet  away." 

There  is  no  mistaking  the  Jeep- 
ster— from  fi\e  or  five  hundred  feet. 
And  there's  no  mistaking  the  fact 
that  KJC  has  prospered  under  this 
kind  of  thinking.  Since  the  youthful 
Moss  (now  40)  moved  into  the 
driver's  seat  in  1961  as  executive 
vice  president  and  head  of  the  auto- 
motive division,  sales  have  more 
than  doubled — from  $160  million 
to  $340  million. 


In  the  same  period,  the  company 
has  built  up  its  domestic  market 
with  a  restyled  line  of  its  Jeep 
Wagoneer  station  wagon  and  Jeep 
Gladiator  trucks. 

"I  felt  that  in  order  to  grow,  we 
had  to  diversify  our  operations,  and 
a  good  place  to  begin  was  at  home," 
Moss  says. 

He  credits  the  company's  engi- 
neering capabilities  and  its  own 
flexibility  for  part  of  its  success. 
"Being  smaller  and  a  closer-knit  or- 
ganization than  most  of  our  com- 
petitors, we  can  move  so  much 
more  quickly  and  decisively  than 
they  can,"  he  explains. 

This  is  precisely  what  the  Kent 
native  has  done  since  he  joined  the 
sales  force  of  Kaiser-Frazer  in  1948. 
Kaiser  was  then  making  cars  at 
Willow  Run,  near  Detroit^  in  a  los- 
ing struggle  with  the  Big  Three 
(General  Motors,  Ford,  Chrysler) 
for  a  share  of  the  market. 

Moss  learned  the  lessons  well 
while  rising  through  a  succession  of 
Kaiser  posts,  including  that  of  spe- 
cial assistant  to  Edgar  Kaiser,  di- 
rector of  sales,  and  sales  vice-presi- 
dent. When  the  Kaisers  purchased 
Willys-Overland  Motors  in  Toledo 
in  1953,  Moss  was  with  the  first 
cadre  of  executives  dispatched  to 
start  a  rebuilding  program. 


He  became  vice  president  in 
charge  of  sales  for  the  new  sub- 
sidiary of  Kaiser  Industries  in  1956 
and  five  years  later  was  elected  to 
his  present  position. 

A  charter  member  of  Ohio's 
Trustees'  Academy,  Moss  serves  on 
the  board  of.  The  Ohio  University 
Fund,  Inc.,  and  is  a  director  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Toledo  and 
the  Toledo  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  the  Industry  Advisory  Group  of 
the  Association  of  the  United  States 
Army  and  a  trustee  of  Toledo  Hos- 
pitalj  and  serves  \vith  several  other 
community    organizations. 

Moss  is  married  to  the  former 
Virginia  Patton,  who  was  an  ac- 
tress with  Warner  Bros.  They  have 
three  children  and  live  at  2205  Mel- 
rose,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.

Seymour  Maxwell  Finger,  '35,  has 
been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  am- 
bassador and  appointed  senior  ad- 
visor to  Arthur  J.  Goldberg,  the 
permanent  U.S.  representative  to 
the    United    Nations. 

Finger's  appointment  was  an- 
nounced by  President  Johnson.  Pre-

A  1941  Ohio  alumnus,  the  late 
Frank  Szalay,  was  one  of  26  men 
selected  recently  for  the  1966  Sports 
Illustrated  Silver  Anniversary  All- 
America   Award. 

The  award  is  given  by  the  nation- 
al magazine  in  recognition  of  extra- 
ordinary achievement  in  life  in  the 
25  years  since  the  man  played  his 
last  college  football  season.  Winners 
are  selected  by  a  panel  of  Americans 
prominent  in  various  fields.  Mem- 
bers of  this  year's  panel  included 
Barry  Goldwater,  Allen  Dulles, 
Pierre    Salinger    and    Paul    Bryant. 

Szalay,  an  All-Conference  and  All- 
Ohio  football  player  during  his  play- 
ing days  at  the  University,  was  own- 
er of  a  tractor  supply  company  and 
a  respected  community  leader  in 
San  Diego,  Cal.,  when  cancer  claim- 
ed his  life  in  January  of  1965  at  the 
age  of  44.  He  is  sur\ivDd  by  his  wife, 
Ruth,  and  seven  children. 

One  of  five  sons  of  a  Toledo  glass- 
worker,  Szalay  lost  his  own  father 
when  he  was  16  and  worked  while 
in  high  school  to  help  his  mother. 
W'hile  working  during  the  school 
year  in  a  student  supply  room  and 
summers  on  a  farm,  he  became  a 
regular  on  Waite  High's  football, 
basketball  and  baseball  teams. 

Later  he  worked  with  the  Civil 
Conservation  Corps  in  Ogden,  Utah, 
qualifying  for  financial  assistance  at 
Ohio.  He  continued  to  work  at  the 
University  in  \arious  jobs — bus  boy, 
janitor^  laundry  truck  driver — while 
earning  varsity  letters  in  football. 
Admired  by  students  and  faculty 
alike,  he  was  a  member  of  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa,  national  leadership 
and  service  honorary,  and  the  J- 
Club,   a  men's  leadership  society. 

.After    graduation,    Szalay    played 
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football  against  some  of  the  top  col- 
legiate teams  in  the  country  as  a 
member  of  the  Bernie  Bierman- 
coached  Iowa  Sea  Hawks.  During 
the  war,  he  saw  service  in  the  Leyte 
Gulf  and  Philippine  campaigns  as  a 
U.S.  Navy  fighter  pilot  and  was 
awarded  the  Air  Medal. 

Szalay  returned  to  Athens  after 
the  war  and,  while  working  toward 
his  master's  degree,  coached  fresh- 
man football  and  the  varsity  swim- 
ming team.  After  graduating,  he 
taught  and  coached  at  Long  Beach 
City  College. 


THE    MALONES    IN    MOSCOW 

Moscow,  U.S.S.R.,  is  a  long  way 
from  Athens,  U.S.A.,  but  Mrs.  Gif- 
ford  Malone  (Margaret  Sahlin  '55) 
has  made  the  transition  easily  and 
well,  judging  from  an  article  in  the 
September,  1966  issue  of  Ladies' 
Home  Journal. 

The  wife  of  a  U.S.  foreign  ser\- 
ice  officer  assigned  to  the  American 
Embassy,  the  Ohio  alumna  and  her 
family  are  featured  in  the  article, 
"How  America  Lives:  The  Malones 
in  Moscow."  In  it,  the  Malones  tell 
what  it's  like  to  live  as  Amerikantsy 
in  the  Communist  capital. 

In  casual  encounters  in  shops  and 
restaurants,  on  trains  and  planes, 
they  have  never  met  "friendlier  or 
more  hospitable  people,"  the  Ma- 
lones report.

THE  HISTORY  OF  OHIO  UNIVERSITY:  Thomas  Hoover 
With  a  foreword  by  John  C.  Baker  274pp. 

Reading  Professor  Hoover's  chronological  narrative  of  150 
years  in  the  life  of  "the  first  institution  of  higher  education  north 
of  the  Ohio  River  and  west  of  the  Alleghenies"  is  a  bit  like  reading 
a  family  history.  Names  one  always  heard  —  Cutler,  Putnam, 
Lindley,  Perkins.  Ewing,  McGuffey,  Ellis  and  others  • —  come  into 
focus  on  an  historical  stage. 

As  former  President  Baker  notes  in  his  foreword,  Hoover  chose 
to  treat  his  history  in  terms  of  presidents,  "thus  emphasizing  the 
importance  of  personalities."  The  approach  is  honest.  With  all 
trustee  records  available  to  him.  Hoover  told  the  story  as  he  saw 
it,  with  no  attempt  to  minimize  issues,  conceal  moments  of  conflict, 
or  ignore  lack  of  vision  which  at  times  permitted  the  Universiy 
to  languish.  The  result  is  an  entertaining  and  authoritative  book. 


THE  GREEN  ADVENTURE:   Charles  Alien  Smart 
Illustrated  by  Divight  Mutchler  178  pp. 

This  play  dramatizes  events  in  the  lives  of  those  who  founded 
Ohio  University.

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friendships  is  another  matter.  To  in- 
vite Russians  to  their  home  for  so- 
cial visits  the  Malones  usually  find 
it  necessary  to  go  through  official 
channels.  If,  for  instance,  they  want 
to  invite  a  \NTiter  whom  they  met 
at  a  diplomatic  function^  it  is  done 
through   the   Union   of   Writers. 

Apparently,  the  same  restriction 
works  in  re\'erse,  the  article  notes, 
since  the  Malones  have  been  invited 
into  Russian  homes  only  four  times 
in  two  years.  Their  children,  too, 
feel  the  restraint,  since  Russian  par- 
ents have  the  same  reluctance  about 
having  their  children  play  with  the 
young  Arnerikantsy. 

Four-year-old  Kemp  attends  a 
nursery  school  housed  in  the  Amer- 
ican Embassy.  His  sister,  Elizabeth, 
6,  attends  an  Anglo  -  American 
School  whose  students  include  Eng- 
lish-speaking children  of  diplomats 
from    30   nations. 

With  the  children  in  school  and 
her  husband  on  his  job  at  the  em- 
bassy, Mrs.  Malone  turns  her  atten- 
tion to  Russian  studies. 

This  application  to  study  is  char- 
acteristic. At  Ohio,  she  giaduated 
with  a  perfect  four-point  grade  aver- 
age— the  second  person  and  the 
first  woman  ever  to  do  so.  Majoring 
in  political  science  and  history,  she 
won  a  Ford  Foundation  fellowship 
for  study  at  Columbia  University's 
Russian  Institute.  It  was  there  she 
met  her  husband. 

Both  Malones  have  a  keen  inter- 
est in  Russia  and  her  history,  cul- 
ture, and  economic  and  political  de- 
velopment. This,  together  with  their 
American  loyalties  and  fluency  in 
Russian,  results  in  frequent  debates 
about  American  and  Soviet  policies. 

As  the  Malones  see  the  situation, 
"The  Russians  are  not  basically 
anti-American,  Some  are  even  at 
the  other  extreme :  they  believe  all 
sorts  of  wildly  flattering  things 
about  us — yes,  in  spite  of  the  party 
propaganda  line.  But  the  man  in 
the  street  fears  a  world  war,  and  he 
is  worried  that  the  war  in  Vietnam 
may  lead  to  one." 

Speculating  about  future  rela- 
tions between  the  two  countries,  the 
Malones  are  confident  that  a 
change  for  the  better  will  occur, 
but   it   "can   only  occur  gradually."
